Wages in Japan. 

The promiscuous efect upon the 
Lancashire cotton industry of the 
working of only a single shift was 
stressed by Mr. Arno S, Pearse, 
secretary of the International 
Federation of Cotton Spinners’ and 
Manufacturers’ Associations, In a 
paper read to the members of the 
Liverpool Cotton Trade Institute. 

Mr. Pearse has recently accented 
an important post as adviser to o 
firm of raw cotton merchants in 
Egypt, and is at present out. of 
Britain. In his absence ‘his paper, 
which was entitled “The Japanese 
Cotton Industry,” was read by Mr. 
Percy Brasendule, chairman of the’ 
Cotton Trade [natitute, 

Mr. Pearse ‘opened his address 
with a survey of the development 
of the cotton Industry ‘of Japan 
from 1868, the year in which that 
country was thrown open to the 
world, and he noted, the amazing 


ol growth of her !ooms and spindles, 


with ‘the special dexterity of her 
workers in handling fibres destined 
to be woven into cloth. He observ- 
ed the large Jabour supply of Japan, 
workers willing to labour long 
hours and for tow wages, due to 
the depression in agriculture and 
the pressure of her population, and 
the high standard of the directors 


‘lof her industry, well versed in high 


finance and equipped with the best 
technical knowledge, obtained in a 
large number cuses by 10 or 20 
years of training in Britain and 
America. He was loud in praise 
of the Japanese automatic ‘loom, 
known as “The Toyoda,” with its 
unique features, roller hearings and 
chrome plating, capable of high 


-} speed. 


Mr. Pearse stated that it was cers 
tainly due to nome extent to the low 
wage that Japan had been able to 
compete succesnfully with Europe, 
but much more ao to tho absence of 
trades union restrictions, enabling 
an operative to produce more per 
“caput” and more — especially 
owing 10 the ability of the 
mills to “sweat” the machin- 
ery by running It 17 hours out of 
24, while in Britain they were 
not allowed to use them more than 


{about 7% for productive work, tak- 


iny into consideration the stoppage 
due to cleaning. Ho was certain 
the Japanese could not have built 
up thelr cotton industry on an 8- 
hour days, and furthermore, there 


was no doubt if. the ‘British opera-' 


tives would allow the mill-owners 
to work double shifts and take off 
the | restrictions ‘as to number of 
machines por operative, Lancashire 
would again be able to compete guc- 
cessfully. 

Further Economies, 


‘Fuether <conomies should -be}~ 


brought about by improving the cot. 
ton mixing, providing the operatives 
did not restrict the number of 
machines per operative. . What 
would be the use at present to fm- 
prove the quality of yarn if ono 
knew heforehand that the operative 
would attend ouly to the same num- 
ber of looms? It would almost -be 
a waste of, money to improve the 
yarn. 

All his visits to first-class mills’ 
in Europe, U.S-A..and Japan, stated 
Mr. Pearse, had proved to him 
abundantly that an operative might 
be doing much less actual work by 
attending ¢o twice os many ‘ma- 
chines with an improved cotton 
mixing than with the union restric- 
tions might shave been all right a 
generation, ago, but they ,had be- 
come obsolete with the maodernisa- 
fon of mills, and,'as no country in| 
the world had sich savers. restric- 
tions. as ‘Britain, they muat, to o 
great oxtent,. blame the unions for 
the ‘tardy - Jjntroduction of modern 
machinery, particularly of auto- 
matic looma.

Double Shift. “_ 

He was looking forward, said Mr. 
Pearse, to the support of the Gov- 
ernment Board of Inquiry, trusting 
that they will realise the justifica- 
tion for the two-stiift system and 
make a recommendation to the cot- 
ton, operatives’ unions. There 
were, no doubt, some who world be 
of the opinion that the working of 
double shift would create a glut 
of goods, as even now, with short 
time, they could not sell their pro- 
duction. 

{To this the reasoned reply seom- 
ed to be that they would sell much 
more because their goods would be 
cheaper. They had lost many 
markets becapse “thoy introduced 
short time, as by doing so, they 
increased the cost of thelr goods by 
10 to 15 per cent. Short time had 
been proved to be: an out and out 
failure, while the double shift pro- 
mised to be a success, 

Double shift could be introduced 
all at once throughout the whole of 
Lancashire's cotton industry, but 
the mora general adoption of double 
shift would. como by degrees. In 
the first instance it should be ap- 
plied to all goods sent in the grey 
to Far Eastern markets. He ven- 
tured to say that thers’ was no in- 
dustry producing staple goods and 
using costly machinery such as in 
the cotton industry which did not 
work longer hours--than eight per 
day, and the cottoh operatives’ 
unions were, to his’ knowledge, the 
only ones insisting on "no overtime 
‘and no double shift.” 

Longer Hours Essential. 

Presaure was wanted from the 
Government to make them realiso 
that thelr refusal to work longer 
hours was the main reason of the 
present Inability of the Lancashire 
cotton industry to compete in tho 
world’s markets. 

Unless they obtained the hearty 
co-operation of the trades unions in 
this establishment of double shift 
and of relaxing restrictions where 


new and labour-saving, machinery |: 


had been introduced, he could not 
foresee any improvement in Lanca- 
shire’s staple trade;.one mill after 
another would be bound to yield to 
countries where the two shift sys- 
tem and overtime were’ in force 
‘with the consequenco; of unemploy- 

ment or, at the beat, partial employ- 
ment with reduced wages. 

The operatives, concluded. Mr, 
Pearse, were bound to renlise, if 
guided by their leaders, that double 
shifts offer the only means of the 
-possibility of incredsed earnings

NAVIGATION ACT. 


Report of Australian 
: Tariff Board. 


For some considerable time all 
interested in Australian ahkipping 
matters have anxiously awaited the 
report of the Tariff Board regard- 
ing its Inquiries on the coastal 
clauses of the Navigation Act. 
This report has recently been 
published, and -it may be remember- 
ed that the Board was required by 
the late Bruce Government to re- 
port on the substitution for the 
coastal clauses of taxation of cargo 
or passengers, the payment of sub- 
sidy or bounty, licensing of over- 
seas vessels to engago in the 
coastal trade, or a combination of 
those means, or any other means. 

The report states that the terms 
of ' reference suggested the 
existence of disabilities to Austra- 
Nan industries, primary. and 
secondary, owing to the operation 
of the clauses, and indicated a de- 
sire on the part of the Common- 
wenlth Government to remove or 
reduce them. The inquiry, there- 
fore, narrowed down to the ques- 
tion whether there were disabilities, 
and whether, if they did exist, the 
repeal of the coastal clauses and 


the substitution of other means of 


protection would remove them 
without creating others of equal 
or yreater. magnitude, 
’ The- Board state that no 
disabflity whicn could be deemed 
of national importance was 
brought under its notice, except the 
disabilities associated with lack of 
facilities for passenger, service 
between the eastern ports of the 
mainland and Hobart, The Board 
{s strongly of opinion that the 
substitution of any other form of 
protection for that provided by the 
coastal clauses of the Navigation 
Act is neither practicable nor de- 
sirable. ; 

Dealing with the efficiency and 
adequacy of the existing services, 
the Board say that the disabilities

have been due mainly to special 
circumstances or abnormal condi-

tions, rather than to any-lack of 
enterprise or efficiency by Austra- 
lan shipping companies. Existing 
interstate cargo, and passenger 
services were all that could reason- 
ably be called for from any con- 
cern expecting, to run such services 
on a commercial. basis, 
No vase to Answer. 

As regards cargo, the. Board {a of 
opinion that the Australian ship- 
ping companies had no case. to 
answer. Comparison of freights 
and .fares in comparable services 
elsewhere, was wholly favourable 
to the Australian companies, The 
comparatively high rates of fares 
and freights on the Australlan 
Const were not due to overcharge 
r inefficiency on the part of the 
shipping companies, ‘but rather to 
the immense distances between 
ports, and ox many of the inter- 
state routes the, amsall quantity of 
business offering. 

The report states:that the result 
of. the ‘inveatigation” proves con- 
clusively that the ‘profits derived 
from interstate shipping. during 
the past few years have not been 
sufficient.to.pay a reasonable rate. 
of Interest on the capital actually 
employed. : : .

In times of crisis—not necessari- 
ly. war always—Hong Kong has 
to depend on imported nece&= 
saries. \We have no manufac- 
tures of those foodstuffs essential 
to Europeans.

Territories, For our vegetables we 
have to depend to an enormous 
extent ‘on the’ native vegetable 
gardener with his nauseous 
system. of;manuring with its 
dreadful risk of typhoid fever and, 
other contagious diseases, It is 
vital that-the trade-routes to and 
from the Colony be full}, protect- 
ed, and all the screeciing* and

including '. boycotts and piracies 
over which the Great Powers have 
no control. 

America is to-day crowing over 
the fact that'she’has, og the out- 
come of the Naval” Conference 
flasco, secured parity with Great 
sritain for the first time. When 
President Wilson's demand for 
“the freedom of the seas" was re- 
jected, American vanity was 
piqued, with the . result that a 
threat was made that if she were 
refused parity she would go far- 
ther—and God help the slogan 
that “Britannia rules the waves.” 


-|Since then -both Britain and 


America have “been haggling 
about what constitutes, parity, as 
if the lives of their respective 
nationals depended on the exact 
number of warships they could 
produce at a naval review. All 
the time, the real problem—the 
question of commerce in a time of 
war or a ‘time of crists of a less 
serious nature than war—has 
been Carefully ignored. , 
As the outcome of the pact 
now reached in London Great 
Britain may scrap four and 
America may scrap two warships; 
but that cannot be regarded as 
other than a sop’. to sentiment, 
superstition, and dignity. The 
British problem of ‘the pratection 
of ber far flung trade routes has 
teceived a, distinct: : set-back; the 
American angle has been appre- 
ciably improved. ' There never 
can be any comparison between 
the trade routes of tho British 
Empire and those of other nations. 
and no ‘Naval Conference can be 
crowned with success that loses 
sight of this very vital factor.

Must Now Be Registered 
in’ China.

All foreign lawyers who wish 
to practise in the Special 
District Court of the Shang- 
hai International, Settlement 
and also the Second Branch 
Kiangsu Provincial High Court, 
which will both be ofiiclally inaugur- 
ated on April 1, must immediately 
apply to the Ministry of Judicial 
Administration . for certificates 
granting thom the priviege, accord- 
ing to n proclam :tion isaued yester- 
day by the Ministry. Applicants 
must state their name, sex, nation- 
ality, and quatifications together 
with their dipfomas and such other 
documents as may ‘testify to thelr 


competence, The applications should: 


each be accompanied by two phato- 
graphs and a registration fee of 
$204. Upon reccipl of their certi- 
ficates the accredited ‘foreign legal 
practitioners shauld again file an- 
other petition with the Second 
Branch Provineial Iigh Court in 
Shanghai together with their certi- 
fientes for record.

His reminiscences of famous 
ministers of the past were: parti- 
cularly pleasing to his large au- 
dience. He recalled the famous 
Gilfillan’s remark when he was 
confronted with an offertory con- 
isting entirely of coppers. 

Gilfillan leant over the pulpit 
and, with a twinkle in his eye, 
said, “I’m the last one to despise 
the widow's mite, but ye're not 
all widows.” 

Dr. Johnson’s Joke. 

Mr, Paxton showed that the 
Englishman's denial of the Scots 
sense of humour could be attribut- 
ed to a Scotsman, to wit, Boswell, 
who had put on record Samuel 
Johnson's “bon mot’.--There is 
enly one good road in Scotland, 
and that Is the one that leads 
into England.”

HUNGARY CUSTOM. 
. The celebrations of tho nine 
hundredth anniversary of the death 
of St. Imre, which began on April 
6 and continue till November, will 
attract the attention of the whole 
Catholic world this aummer, * 

The only children of St. Stephen 

who reached maturity were Princo 
Imre, whom the youth of Hungary 
have chosen as their patron saint, 
and Hedwiga, who is known’ to ‘us 
as the wife of Edmund (Ironsides). 
King of Britain. -Avcording to the 
legend Prince Imre had made a vow 
of chastity, but, in ignorance of that 
fact, his father arranged a marriage 
with Princesa: Hona, the daughter of 
the Polish King, Mesko the Second. 
The wedding was celebrated; and 
Prince Imre learned that his bride’s 
mystical aspirations coincided with 
his own. Prince Imre kept his vow 
and lived adored by his subjects 
until, at the age of twenty-four, he 
received fatal, wounds from a ‘wild 
boar during a boar hunt, and died 
on tho day which had been fixed for 
his coronation. 
The Eucharistic Congress which 
will take. place on August 19 pro- 
mises to be a spectacle’ of great bril- 
Hance, The Corpus Christi will be 
carried down the Danube by the 
Papal Legate, accompanied by 
cardinals and bishops,.on a ship de- 
corated with gold and silver, the 
Papal colours. Tho Papal boat will 
be followed by galaboats decorated 
with flags and flowers from the 
Hungarlan towns and comitats; and 
for each foreign country sending ao 
given number. of visitors the Gov- 
ernmont will provide a boat decorat- 
ed with {its national colours. A 
hundred : thousand singers and a 
hundred orchestras will be stationed 
on the banks of the Danube to greet 
tho ‘procession with hymns; and 
aeroplanes will scatter flowers over 
the spectators. . 

On the morning of August: 20 
(St. Stephen’s Day and Hungary’s 
national fete) an historical proces- 
sion, carrying the right hand of St. 
Stephen,. will proceed through the 
streets of the city and during these 
two daya the “Holy Crown” of 
Hungary, which was given to St. 
Stephen by ‘Pops Sylvester the 
Second at the beginning of the 
eleventh century, and which has-not 


hithertd been sean except. on the,|| 
occasion of a coronation, will be on- 


public exhibition tn the Coronation 
Church. - A statue of St. Imre, pre- 
sented to the’ nation by the Arch- 
duchess Isabella, will also .be un- 
veiled on this day.
